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l. INTRODUCTION 


Under an agreement between the two countries, the 
National Science Foundation (NSF) functions as Execu- 
tive Agency for the U.S. Government, jointly with a 
counterpart Executive Agent for New Zealand, in man- 
aging scientific and technical cooperation in all fields 
except energy. * This Program is in category 47.053 of 
the Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance. OMB Cir- 
cular A-95 is not applicable. 


The purpose of the Agreement is to foster additional 
opportunities for scientists and engineers from the 
United States and New Zealand to exchange ideas, in- 
formation, skills and techniques, to collaborate on prob- 
lems of mutual interest, to work together in unique en- 
vironments and to utilize special facilities to the mutual 
benefit of science in both countries. 

The New Zealand Executive Agent is Professor A. C. 
Kibblewhite of the University of Auckland. U.S. scien- 
tists wishing to submit a proposal should refer their pro- 
spective New Zealand counterpart scientist(s) to the 
Program Office, U.S.-N.Z. Cooperative Science Pro- 
gram, Department of Physics, University of Auckland, 
Private Bag, Auckland, New Zealand (telephone 
792-300). 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 


In selecting activities for support, the Program seeks 
to: advance the state of science and technology in both 
countries through the generation of new knowledge or 
the improvement of existing concepts and processes; en- 
able individual scientists from each country to share 
complementary expertise and skills in order to resolve 
research problems of mutual interest in a manner not 
possible through independent work; provide access to 
unique research environments, data collections and fa- 
cilities not otherwise available; avoid unnecessary du- 
plication of effort and facilities in each country; and 
help reduce the cost of research through international 
cost sharing.

ELIGIBILITY 


Fields of science. The Program considers proposals in 
all recognized branches of science and technology. Di- 
rect NSF funding should be sought only for projects in 
areas of research that the Foundation supports domesti 
cally, excluding energy-related studies. (See, e.g., 
Grants for Scientific Research, NSF 78-41, or the cur- 
rent edition of the NSF Guide to Programs). NSF also 
does not fund projects in clinical medicine, the arts and 
humanities, business areas or social work. Priority con- 
sideration is currently accorded under the Program to 
cooperative projects in ocean sciences (see section V of 
this Announcement). 

Institutions. The proposal may be submitted by U.S. 
academic institutions, U.S. Government agencies on be- 
half of their laboratories or individual scientists, public 
or private (i.e., nonprofit, nonacademic) scientific or- 
ganizations, and by unaffiliated individual scientists. 
U.S. government agencies and commercial firms are en- 
couraged whenever possible to use their own funds to 
support the participation of their staff scientists in activ- 
ities approved under the Program. (see Grants for Sci- 
entific Research, referred to hereinafter as ‘“‘“GSR,”’ 
NSF 78-41, available from the Forms and Publications 
Unit, NSF, and usually from institutional business of- 
fices.) 

Principal personnel. The applicant to NSF must be a 
member of the U.S. scientific community, as evidenced 
by citizenship or residency and intent to pursue a scien- 
tific career in the United States (e.g., permanent em- 
ployment by a U.S. institution). The counterpart inves- 
tigator musi be a member of the New Zeaiand scientific 
community. The U.S. scientist must hold a doctoral de- 
gree or have equivalent professional experience. 


MODES OF COOPERATION 


Activities Supported. The Program supports 
seminars/workshops, cooperative research, proposal de- 
velopment in areas selected from time to time for spe- 
cial emphasis, and helps to arrange exchanges of scien- 
tific information. The specific kinds of program support 
available vary according to the activity; in general, 
however, only supplemental or partial funding is pro- 
vided to help defray the costs of expanding the investi- 
gators’ respective domestic research into an internation- 
al, collaborative effort. Detailed information on each

activity is provided in the ‘‘Proposal Guidelines’’ sec- 
tion of this Announcement. 

Activities Not Supported. Only activities proposed 
from the outset for Program funding or approval as a 
joint effort to begin w.thin the time period specified in 
section II below (‘‘Proposal Submission’’) are consid- 
ered: ‘‘retroactive’’ support—such as partial or return 
airfare for travel already undertaken—is not available. 
Under the U.S.-New Zealand Program, NSF also does 
not provide support for: 1) attendance by U.S. scientists 
at meetings organized in New Zealand outside of Pro- 
gram auspices, including meetings supported by other 
NSF programs (see the Announcement for the Interna- 
tional Travel Grant Program NSF 79-5); 2) short-term 
visits for the purpose of developing proposals or estab- 
lishing initial contacts, other than in special emphasis 
areas; 3) visits of a postdoctoral fellowship nature for 


which research is incidental to the training or education- 
al opportunities offered by the host institution; 4) travel 
primarily for the purpose of giving invited lectures, ac- 
cepting visiting faculty positions or assisting foreign in- 
stitutions in their own research programs as a consultant 
or invited expert. In addition, U.S. Program funds are 
not available for helping to bring a New Zealand scien- 
tist or graduate student to the United States for research 
or study, since each side supports the costs of its own 
nationals’ participation (see *‘No-Cost’’ Proposals, p. 
7). Activities ex.luded from support with NSF funds 
are not necessarily excluded from consideration by the 
New Zealand Executive Agent (especially attendance by 
N.Z. scientists at meetings held in the United States and 
proposal development visits in non-emphasis areas un- 
der the Program). 


ll. PROPOSAL AND AWARD INFORMATION 


Unless otherwise noted, Program support is based 
upon the consideration of a single proposal jointly writ- 
ten by both (or all) collaborating investigators or semi- 
nar co-organizers. (The U.S. and New Zealand budgets 
should be distinct, however, and request support sepa- 
rately from NSF and Auckland respectively.) Thus, 
plans for all activities should be developed jointly well 
in advance of proposal submission. The proposal should 
offer solid evidence of mutual commitment to the proj- 
ect by the institutions and prospective investigators of 
both countries and must follow the format outlined in 


the guidelines below. Each proposal is assessed inde- 
pendently as a self-contained document by the Execu- 
tive Agents using their own review procedures and re- 
quires joint approval to be included under the Program, 
whether or not direct funding is required on both sides. 
The only activities for which jointly-written, formal 
proposals are not necessary are arrangements for ex- 
change of scientific information (see section III) and 
short-term visits in special emphasis areas (see section 
V). 


EVALUATION 


Peer reviewers are asked to consider the following 
factors: 


©@ For cooperative research proposals: 1) scientific 
merit, including the potential for generating new 
knowledge and improved concepts, and ap- 
proach and methodology; 2) the competence of 
the U.S. and New Zealand scientists in the pro- 
posed area of research; 3) if appropriate, the po- 
tential applications of the proposed work; 4) the 
scientific and other benefits to the U.S. and New 
Zealand participants and to the respective na- 
tional scientific cornmunities which may result 
from the collaboration; 5) other ways in which 
the proposed project meets important NSF or 
Program objectives, including the unique factors 
which necessitate or justify visits to the counter- 
part countries. 


@ For joint seminar proposals: 1) the justification 
for, and the suitability and timeliness of, the 
proposed topic for a bilateral meeting; 2) format 
and content; 3) the qualifications of the prospec- 
tive participants; 4) the probable benefits to the 
participating countries with respect to the ex- 
change of information and expanded scientific 
cooperation; and 5) the proposed dates for the 
meeting in relation to similar national and inter- 
national meetings held or planned. 


In establishing priorities for proposals of substantially 
equal merit in each category, consideration is given first 
to projects proposed in areas of special emphasis; for 
other areas, the Program seeks to maintain balance 
among scientific disciplines or research topics proposed 
for support in each competition. 


PROPOSAL GUIDELINES 


COOPERATIVE RESEARCH 


BACKGROUND. Designed to enable U.S. and New 
Zealand scientists to cooperate during the course of their 
own domestic-based research, or during a sabbatical pe- 
riod, this activity is not intended as a primary source of 
funds (e.g., salary, equipment, graduate student sup- 
port, technical and clerical assistance, other major 
items). Primary financial support for U.S. participation 
may come from any public or private funding institution 


in the United States, including other NSF programs (see 
section VI) and the applicant's home institution. Sup- 
port for the counterpart scientist should be provided 
from funding sources in New Zealand. The specific na- 
ture of the project, based on mutuality and reciprocity in 
participation and funding, should be decided by the 
cooperating scientists. Cooperative research awards nor- 
mally involve support for visits by scientists of one 
country to the other. For some projects, these visits may 
be proposed in just one direction (i.e., ‘‘one-way"’ 
only, from the United States to New Zealand, or vice 


versa); for other projects, exchange (reciprocal) visits 
may be proposed over the duration of the research. Vis- 
its may be either from one to five months (‘‘short- 
term’’), or from six months to a year (‘‘long-term’’). 
Regardless of the proposed format and duration of the 
visits involved, all cooperative research proposals are 
ranked competitively for funding priority. The nature 
and duration of the proposed v: it(s) determine the kind 
of support that the Program can provide according to the 
following common categories of proposals: 


1. One or more ‘“‘one-way,’” short-term visits, no 
more than once a year over a three-year period 
or less (category CR/STV). 


te 


. Reciprocal short-term visits in alternating years 
over an initial period of up to three years, such 
that neither cooperating scientist visits the oth- 
er’s country more than three times (category 
CR/EX). 


3. One one-way, long-term visit. Designed to en- 
able scientists to undertake a collaborative proj- 
ect at a research institution, university, or labo- 
ratory that provides unique opportu..ities for the 
visitor in the other country, the visit may be 
from six months to one year. The time is usual- 
ly spent at the same institution. Unlike projects 
involving one-way or exchange visits of five 
months or less, /ong-term visits normally en- 
compass a discrete or complete research proj- 
ect. These awards may not be renewed or ex- 
tended beyond the one-year period; however, a 
follow-on proposal may be submitted upon the 
investigator's return in order to pursue especial- 
ly promising developments resulting from the 
collaboration supported by the first grant. At 
least 18 months should have elapsed between 
the end of the long-term visit and the beginning 
of the next visit to the counterpart country, the 
duration of which may not exceed five months. 


When Program support (in cooperative research cate- 
gories | or 2 above) constitutes a small but vital compo- 
nent of a continuing institutional collaboration for a 
long-term project (e.g., where prolonged observation, 
experimentation and data analysis are necessary), con- 
sideration will be given to providing support beyond the 
first grant based on a new proposal. The Program never- 
theless encourages cooperating investigators to seek 
funds for continuing the collaboration beyond the initial 
grant period from non-Program sources. 


PROPOSAL FORMAT. Formal joint proposals should be 
written with the care and thoroughness accorded papers 
prepared for publication and should contain all the in- 


formation needed for a definitive evaluation by peer ex- 
perts. The following sections are required, assembled in 
sequence: 

(1) Cover sheets. Please use the form provided as Ap- 
pendix I. In the copies submitted to NSF, a copy of the 
signed New Zealand cover page should follow the U.S. 
cover page. * 

(2) Table of contents. 

(3) Abstract. A self-contained, 200-word project (not 
proposal) summary setting forth the essential details of 
the collaboration, including: a) when applicable, the ap- 
proximate dates of the visit(s); b) name(s) and affilia- 
tion(s) of the counterpart scientist(s); c) principle re- 
search objectives; d) scientific methods to be employed; 
and e) the primary significance of the research in terms 
of its potential to contribute to the advancement of 
knowledge and, where appropriate, potential applica- 
tions. (See also GSR, page 3. A copy of the NSF Form 
4 summary format is provided as Appendix Il to GSR 
and may be duplicated for use in the proposal.) 

(4) Research description. In 15 (single-spaced) pages 
or less, a concise but comprehensive description of the 
work to be undertaken, including information on: its 
significance; its relation to the present state of knowl- 
edge in the field, to previous work done on this project 
and related work in progress elsewhere; the methodolo- 
gy; and the U.S.-New Zealand cooperative aspects. In 
all proposals involving visits by U.S. scientists to New 
Zealand, the scientific justification for performing the 
work there should be clearly stated, keeping in mind the 
Program objectives outlined above. The division of re- 
sponsibilities between the cooperating scientists should 
be specifically discussed. 

(5) Expected scientific benefits. A statement of the 
likely benefits to the applicants and to science in the 
United States and New Zezland. This section should in- 
clude an assessment of new knowledge expected to re- 
sult and, if appropriate, of any applications and practi- 
cal results that can be anticipated. The benefits of the 
intended research results may accrue to aity sector of 'he 
civil national enterprise in each country. (The co- 
authors of the proposal may choose each to wiiie his or 
her portion of this section from an individual perspec- 
tive on the contribution that the project would make to 
personal career development and to the respective scien- 
tific effort of each nation). 

(6) Information on previous professional visits by the 
U.S. scientist to New Zealand and on other prior rele- 


*The title should be brief, scientifically meaningful, intelligible 
to non-scientists and suitable for use in the public press. It should 
not refer to type of award sought (e.g., ‘‘short-term visit to New 
Zealand for *) and need not mention the fact that the research 
is to be done abroad except where such information is essential to 
understanding the content of the research 


vant professional contacts (e.g., at international confer- 
ences, during graduate studies abroad, etc.) between the 
prospective counterpart investigators. 

(7) Copies of correspondence. This section is option- 
al but may be useful in documenting the host inst‘tu- 
tion’s willingness to previde the necessary support and 
facilities, in justifying budget items, and in assisting re- 
viewers to ascertain the kinds of equipment available, 
the counterpart’s current research interests and other rel- 
evant information (evidence of suitable accommoda- 
tions, host country financial contributions) that is not 
duplicated elsewhere in the proposal. 

(8) Current support and pending applications. This 
information is formally required for the U.S. applicant 
only and must conform to GSR requirements. The for- 
mat provided as Appendix IV to GSR is recommended. 
In addition, the award or proposal identification number 
assigned by other agencies and the name or telephone 
number of responsible agency program officers assist in 
the coordination of review procedures and the provision 
of supplemental funding. The investigator must inform 
the Program when any decisions are made on pending 
support prior to announcement of a decision on the 
U.S.-New Zealand proposal that may necessitate a 
modified budget or withdrawal of the proposal to avoid 
duplicate funding. When a potential conflict of time 
commitments is apparent, the proposal must provide 
documentation that the applicant hus made suitable ar- 
rangements with the sponsors of his or her other current 
research efforts, including, if appropriate, approval for 
the investigator to be away from the project for an ex- 
tended period. 

(9) Budget. Travel and per diem (for short-term re- 
search visits), or stipend (for long-term visits), are the 
most common costs provided. Applicants are free to ac- 
cept any additional funds (e.g., honoraria, fellowships, 
emoluments) or support in kind (lodging, transportation, 
etc.) that the host country or institution may offer, pro- 
vided that all support for the project is identified by 
source and amount or estimated value. As part of inter- 
national cost sharing, such items as equipment, consum- 
able supplies, computer time, support for field work 
(vehicles, special gear, ai.'vsis kits), etc., when not in 
cluded in a primary suppor: a yard, should normally be 
available at the host insiitution. The Program may, 
however, consider providing small supplements to pri- 
mary funds from another source for these and other 
items (publication costs, minor equipment, domestic 
travel for the U.S. scientist, etc.) that are essential and 
otherwise unavailable. Any incremental funding of this 
nature must be for reasonable charges directly attributa- 
ble to the U.S. portions of the cooperative project. A 
full explanation of the circumstances and justification of 
the need should be attached to the budget for each item 
requested beyond those listed below as ‘‘Allowable 
Costs.’ 


NSF requires the use of the standard *‘Summary Pro- 
posal Budget’’ (NSF Form 1030), available as Appen- 
dix Ill to GSR) for the NSF portion of the costs. Appli- 
cants may choose either to use this form in ali copies of 
the proposal or to submit one copy (i.e., the original, 
with optional signatures) with the file copy of the pro 
posal as a summary of the budget information provided 
in the text.* The original Form 1030 should present 
only the budget request for the first vear of funding in 
multi-year projects, with yearly follow-on requests and 
a cumulative budget provided on spearate, additional 
forms or pages clearly marked by time period. If Agree- 
ment funds are being requested from New Zealand si- 
multaneously with NSF funds, the New Zealand appli- 
cant should prepare a separate budget page according to 
the applicable guidelines; in the copies to NSF, it 
should be inserted following the U.S. budget page. The 
following discussion applies only to the NSF budget. 


ALLOWABLE COSTS 


Projects Involving Short-term Visits 


The budget section must identify the specific source 
of primary funds and salary to be used in support of the 
U.S. portion of the proposed collaboration. Attach a 
‘‘Remarks*’ page to the Form 1030 and specify the 
amount and kind of support. /f this source is any other 
than another NSF program or the applicant's home in- 
stitution, the applicant must request that a letter be sent 
directly to the Program by the responsible project, 
grants or contracting officer of the funding organization 
approving inclusion of the project under the U.S.-New 
Zealand Program. For current primary support, the let- 
ter should be submitted with the proposal; when primary 
support is pending, the letter should be submitted when 
the award is announced. No award will be made in the 
absence of this confirmation of primary support, where 
necessary, and of the sponsor's approval for use of the 


, nds in the cooperative project. 


In budgets requesting travel to New Zealand, the fol- 
lowing costs are allowed for each project participant: 


© A round-trip ticket at the lowest available rate, 
but not exceeding the cost of jet economy or 
coach fares for the most direct routing between 


*The latter option might prove more convenient, for example 
for multi-year cooperative research proposals, where special justifi- 
cations are presented, or when the applicant or institution wishes to 
provide salary information in confidence—see ‘‘Salaries and 
Wages’ in GSR) 


the applicant's home airport and final destination 
(including such related costs as departure taxes 
and reasonable local ground transportation). * 
Necessary travel within New Zealand may, de- 
pending on the routing, sometimes ve included 
within the maximum mileage allowance of the 
international ticket. Where travel by common 
carrier or rental vehicle for field work is in- 
volved, these costs are also allowed. 


© Per diem at the maximum, local, U.S. 
Government-approved rate for the site where the 
major portion of the investigator's time will be 
spent, up to sixty (60) days. For multiple-site 
and field work projects involving two or more 
locations with differing maxima! rates, aa aver- 
age flat rate is preferred. For visits of longer 
than 60 days, a lower flat rate, reflecting actual 
anticipated costs, should be requested, not to ex- 
ceed 50% of the maximum rate for all days be- 
yond 60. Per diem support is limited to 150 days 
per person per trip. Use section E.2., Form 
1030. (See the supplement to this Announcement 
for advice on current per diem rates.) 
© Shipment, when necessary, of research equip- 
ment, specimens, data files and other project- 
related materials, up to a maximum of $2000, 
including insurance and return by air freight or 
surface cargo. Use section G.i. or G.6., speci- 
fying ‘‘round-trip air (surface) freight’’ as re- 
quired. (If these categories are necessary for oth- 
er costs as well, itemize on an attached page and 
report only the totals in section G.) 

© Other. When supplements to primary funds are 
justified and requested as discussed above, the 
following limits apply: 1) publication costs/page 
charges: maximum of $500; 2) minor equipment, 
supplies, computer costs: total not exceeding 
$5000 for any combination of the three—when 
both categories are requested, however, 1+2 to- 
gether may not exceed $5000; 3) That portion of 
stipends for graduate students and postdoctoral 
associates, or salaries/wages for technical and 
clerical assistance, that is directly attributable, 


*NSF does not object to unscheduled stopovers for personal rea- 
sons to sites served by U.S. Flag Carriers, so long as any additional 
costs are borne by the traveler (including fees and taxes added to 
the ticket price). Additional travei costs for professional visits en 
route may be requested in the budget only when the werk to be per- 
formed is included in the proposal. NSF will also consider propos- 
als for ‘‘trilateral’’ cooperative research involving Australian sci- 
entists and proposals for two different cooperative projects, one in 
New Zealand and the other in Australia during the same trip. (The 
latter should be submitted simultaneously to both cooperative pro- 
grams.) Contact the Program staff for advice. 


on a pro-rated basis, to the U.S. portion of the 
cooperative project. These costs are allowable 
oniy for multi-year projects. In New Zealand, 
all U.S. project personnel may receive per diem 
or subsistence support only. No salary is allowed 
for the principal investigator for the U.S. do- 
mestic portions of the project; stipends for grad- 
uate or postdoctoral research assistants are limit- 
ed to those who have been, or will be, in New 
Zealand working on the project. The norm is one 
month of support in the Unitea States for each 
month spent in New Zealand. 


All budget costs should be itemized. U.S. Flag Carri- 
ers must be used for int rnational travel when such serv- 
ic? is available (see ‘ Foreign Travel’ in GSR). Each 
foreign trip must be specifically approved; section E.2., 
Form 1030, must specify the individual(s) by name or 
identifying project title (e.g., ‘‘PI,’’ ‘‘Graduate re- 
search assistant,’’ etc.) to be supported with the re- 
quested travel funds and the daily rate and number of 
days of per diem for each individual. 

NSF does not provide indirect costs for grants 
awarded solely in support of travel and incidental costs 
associated with the travel (such as communications, 
shipping, and minor field expenses). In lieu of indirect 
costs, a fixed amount of $250 may be requested for the 
applicant's home institution to help defray administra- 
tive costs. Use section I, Form 1030, citing **‘Adminis- 
trative cost allowance to (name of institution), as per 
Program guidelines.” 


Long-term Research Visits 


The principles of supplemental support apply as for 
the other kinds of cooperative research projects. How- 
ever, research assistants and other project personnel 
may not receive support under long-term visit awards. 
Other differences in preparing long-term visit budgets 
from other cooperative research proposal budgets are 
summarized below: 


© A stipend is allowed to help compensate for an- 
ticipated salary loss from the applicant's home 
institution for the duration of the visit abroad. 
The allowance is based on academic salary mi- 
nus the support to be received from the home in- 
stitution and other sources during the stay in 
New Zealand, including any contribution from 
the counterpart New Zealand institution(s). 
Fringe benefits, as described in GSR, are allow- 
able on that portion of the stipend provided in 
lieu of salary by NSF. The stipend, including 
fringe benefits, is limited to $2000 per month for 
each month spent in New Zealand; total compen- 
sation may nevertheless not exceed what the in- 


vestigator’s salary and benefits would have been 
during the same period in the United States. Use 
section G.6. of Form 1030 and show how the sti- 
pend was calculated in an attachment. (The sti- 
pend should be calculated nor on the basis of es- 
timated person-inonths of effort, but rather on 
the /ength of residence abroad.) The supplement 
to this Announcement provides an example of 
stipend calculation to assist long-term visitors in 
arriving at the correct amount. 

@ The foreign travel allowance is increased to pro- 
vide up to two full (adult) economy (coach) fares 
or equivalent for the costs of dependents’ travel, 
in addition to the investigator's air transporta- 
tion. Specify the individuals traveling by name 
or relationship to the PI in section E.2., Form 
1030. Please note that NSF will not make an 
award solely to support the travel of depenedents 
of investigators whose funding is otherwise en- 
tirely provided from another source. 

®@ In addition to shipment costs for professional 
materials, as above, excess baggage costs and 
air freight for personal effects may be claimed 
for up to 35 kg. excess baggage and 40 kg. of 
cargo for each traveler (i.e., up to three, full- 
fare equivalent tickets), or a total of $500, 
whichever is less, following the policies of the 
carrier utilized. 

© A fixed amount of $250 for the applicant's home 
institution, in lieu of indirect costs. 


(10) Biographical information and list of relevant 
publictions. Usuaily a curriculum vitae; in the case of 
extensive bibliographies, please limit the list to recent 
publications and/or those most relevant to the proposed 
work. This information is required for all principal proj- 
ect participants (see ‘‘Biographical Sketches’’, in GSR) 
in both countries. 

(11) Appendices. Attach any additional information 
that may be required, or helpful, in evaluating the pro- 
posal (recent articles on results of related, ongoing re- 
search, survey instruments developed for social ‘ence 
projects, etc.). Please provide separately from (+ si- 
multaneously with) the proposal any required certin -a- 
tions (see ‘‘Special Considerations’ in GSR). 


‘“NO-COST” PROPOSALS TO NSF 


In some cases, funding for the U.S. scientist may be 
provided entirely by another organization, but addition- 
al or supplemental funding under the Program is neces- 
sary from NSF's counterpart Executive Agent for the 
New Zealand scientist. Or perhaps the application re- 


quires funding only for the travel of a New Zealand sci- 
entist to the United States, where the host institution 
will provide the necessary support from its own re- 
sources. These situations will result in a *‘no-cost’’ pro- 
posal to NSF. Such proposals must still be jointly writ- 
ten and approved in order to allow the allocation of 
funds in New Zealand. The following modifications to 
the format outlined above apply: 


® (1) Cover sheets. Check No-Cost request on the 
U.S. Form. Institutional endorsements are nec- 
essary only when the institution must commit its 
resources in order to receive the New Zeland sci- 
entist. 

© Sections (2) through (7), (10) and (11). The U.S. 
scientist may choose to submit the text as written 
by his or her New Zealand colleague(s) provided 
that it specifically includes the information re- 
quired for the U.S. portions of sections (5), (6) 
and (11). 

@ (8) The ‘‘other support’ section should only 
present information on current or pending project 
support that is relevant to the proposed visit, and 
on U.S. funds to be used in support of the visit. 
(The use of funds from another NSF grant re- 
quires approval from the NSF Program that fund- 
ed the award. A request for such approval may 
be included in the No-Cost Proposal.) 

@ (9) The budget for the New Zealand scientist, as 
submitted to the Auckland Program staff, should 
be included. 


JOINT SEMINARS/WORKSHOPS 


BACKGROUND. The purpose of the seminar/workshop 
activity is to enable small groups of U.S. and New 
Zealand scientists to exchange information on common 
research problems and to coordinate research efforts. 

The Program will not support a series of regularly- 
held meetings in a given field. Following an initial 
award, a second meeting on the same or closely-related- 
topics may be proposed only when three or more years 
have elapsed since the dates of the first meeting. Pro- 
posals for ‘‘repeat’’ meetings must clearly demonstrate 
progress in the field that has taken place follow- 
ing—especially owing to—the first meeting, including 
cooperative research projects undertaken as a result of 
the contacts established. It is suggested that some new 
or different participants be proposed for NSF support 
and that the meeting site be proposed for the counterpart 
count:y of that in which the first was held. 

Funds for this activity may not be used as a way of 
supporting increased U.S. participation in a larger inter- 
national meeting held in New Zealand. Seminar partici- 
pants may, however, extend their stay to participate in 


other meetings or research opportunities at no additional 
cost to the Program. 

A seminar/workshop may be Scid in either country. In 
addition to the bilateral U.S.-New Zealand meetings, 
the U.S.-Australia Cooperative Science Program also 
attempts to hold at least one meeting per year in New 
Zealand if such proposals are received by the Program. 
Organizers are therefore encouraged to consider 
arranging trilateral seminars in New Zealand with the 
full participation of an Australian organizer and partici- 
pants. Contact the Program for advice. 


PROPOSAL FORMAT. Required sections, assembled in 
sequence, are: 

.1) Cover sheets. Use the form provided as Appendix 
Il. A copy of the required N.Z. cover page should fol- 
low the cover page of the proposal as submitted to NSF. 
The title of the seminar should include the preferred site 
and dates following the topical title: 


U.S.-New Zealand Joint Seminar/Workshop on 
**( substantive title),”” 
(city, country), (mo,dy) through (dy), (year). 


The dates and venue of approved meetings are subject to 
change by the Executive Agents with the co-organizers’ 
concurrence. 

(2) Table of Contents. 

(3) Abstract. Follow the Cooperative Research 
guidelines (p. 4), with the following modifications: a) 
preferred dates and site are part of the title; b) the pro- 
posed host institution should be named, but names of 
the organizers and participants omitted; c) principal ob- 
jectives and scope of the meeting; d) (methods: does not 
apply). e) significance of the meeting in terms of 
coordinating research in the two countries, exchanging 
as-yet-unpublished results, opening new areas of collab- 
oration. 

(4) Scientific background and description. This sec- 
tion should present a thorough scientific justification for 
convening the meeting, and also discuss the reasons for 
its support on a bilateral (or, where appropriate, trilater- 
al) basis. The state-of-science in the participating coun- 
tries should be clearly discussed, and the benefits ex- 
pected to result from the meeting should be cited. 
Information on other recent national and international 
meetings on the same topics that have been held, or are 
being planned, and a discussion of the specific timelli- 
ness of the proposed meeting between U.S. and New 
Zealand (and, where appropriate, other) scientists 
should be included. This, and the following three sec- 
tions (S through 7) should normally not exceed 15 
pages 

(5) Agenda. The scientific scope and program of the 
meeting must be outlined in detail. Since the Program 
can only support a small number of participants, the or- 


ganizers should give careful consideration to the issue 
of breadth versus depth of coverage of the proposed 
discussion topics. 

(6) Proposed U.S., New Zealand (and other) partici- 
pants. The U.S. and New Zealand organizers are re- 
sponsible for the nomination of their respective par- 
ticipants, subject to final approval by NSF and the 
University of Auckland counterpart staff. Participants 
should be nominated for their research contributions and 
their knowledge of the field and constitute broad nation- 
al representation. This list must give: a) each partici- 
pants title, mailing address and telephone number(s); b) 
a summary of the specific qualification of each in rela- 
tion to the meeting; and c) the expected contribution of 
each to the topics on the agenda. Geographical distribu- 
tion of the U.S. attendees is required. The maximum 
number of U.S. and New Zealand attendees permitted is 
32 or, in the case of trilateral U.S.-Australia-New 
Zealand meetings, 40 from the three countries. Papers 
may be presented by up to 12 U.S. attendees, desig- 
nated as ‘“‘participants.’’ All other U.S. attendees are 
designated as ‘‘observers."’ The co-organizers may 
jointly agree to open one day, or part thereof, of the 
meeting to others, especially local graduate students and 
faculty or lab personnel. NSF will provide financial 
support for a maximum of six U.S. participants for bi- 
lateral meetings held in New Zealand, eight for meet- 
ings in Alaska, Hawaii, other U.S. Pacific sites (e.g., 
Guam) and trilateral meetings in New Zealand, and ten 
for meetings on the U.S. mainland. Any other approved 
U.S. participants and all U.S. observers are responsible 
for their own support. Only one U.S. participant from 
each institution may receive Program support. U.S. 
Government employees, if attending, should seek sup- 
port from their own agencies; when this is not possible 
they must follow a special approval procedure (see the 
supplement to this Announcement). It is required that 
each participant supported by NSF give a presentation 
and contribute to the seminar discussion. 

A maximum of six third country nationals may partic- 
ipate upon joint invitation of the coordinators. They 
must provide their own support, and their attendance, 
while encouraged under the Agreement, is subject to the 
approval of NSF and the New Zealand counterpart Ex- 
ecutive Agent. Both the U.S. and foreign participant 
lists should cite only those persons whose attendance 
can be reasonably assured in the event the meeting ts 
approved, either because they are being nominated for 
Program support, or because funds are expected to be 
available from another source. At the time the proposal 
is submitted, the U.S. organizer must have tentative 
agreement to attend from each of the U.S. participants 
who are listed for NSF support. Each participant should 
also be made aware of the competitive selection process 
and the fact that occasionally, as a result of reviews, it 
is necessary for the Executive Agents to require changes 


in the make-up of the delegation, proposed site and/or 
dates in order to recommend approval for the meeting. 
Therefore, support cannot be guaranteed for an individ- 
ual by virtue of his or her nomination in the proposal. 

(7) Dissemination of information. Although the limit- 
ed budget for the U_S. side of the Program does not al- 
low providing funds for publication purposes, it is use- 
ful for reviewers to know the plans of the organizers to 
disseminate the information resulting from the meeting. 
Publication of the proceedings by a university or aca- 
demic press, institutional report series, or professional 
journal as a special edition, as well as presentations of 
the results at special sessions of «annual association 
meetings or specially-arranged sy'nposia/colloquia, is 
strongly encouraged when it is possible to arrange with 
other sources of support. Under the **benefit’’ criterium 
for evaluation, dissemination plans are an important as- 
pect of the proposal’s merit. 

(8) Budget page. A firm estimate of the cost to each 
side must be included. The budget to NSF should be 
based on 6, 8, or 10 persons depending upon the firsr- 
choice site. The following line items are allowed: 

® Air transportation: a round trip ticket at the 
lowest available rate for the most direct routing 
on a U.S. Flag Carrier between the home airport 
and the meeting location for each participant 
proposed for NSF support. 

© Per diem: at a U.S. site (including Hawaii or 
Alaska), for the duration of the meeting plus one 
additional day, in New Zealand, for the duration 
of the meeting (up to five days), plus the arrival 
and departure days. For all participants whose 
elapsed flying time from the departure to arrival 
airports is scheduled to exceed 14 hours, per 
diem for one 24-hour rest stop en route in each 
direction may also be requested. Per diem will 
be at the standard U.S. Government local rate. 
Because rates vary greatly from site to site and 
are subject to frequent change, the U.S. organi- 
zer should inquire of either the Program or the 
Allowances Staff of the Department of State 
(telephone numbers (703) 235-9516, -19, -21 or 
-9466) as to the current rate for the first-choice 
site at the time the proposal is being prepared. If 
an award is made, subsequent changes in the 
rate, up to the date of award recommendation, 
will be reflected in the final budget to the extent 
possible with available funds. 

®@ Local transportation: an allowance for necessary 
and reasonable ground travel costs to and from 
airports, not to exceed $30 at a U.S. site and $50 
at a New Zealand site (including rest stops en 
route). 

@ U.S. organizer's allowance: to assist in de- 
fraying such administrative and organizational 
costs as duplication, mailings and telephone 


tolls, additional clerical assistance, when neces- 
sary, etc. The maximum amount allowed is $500 
for meetings at a U_S. site and $300 for a semi- 
nar/workshop held in New Zealand, since the 
host co-organizer is expected to bear a relatively 
greater share of such costs. 

Other considerations: 

~ For meetings at U.S. mainland sites: support, 
if necessary, for conference room and/or 
audiovisual equipment rental. The Program en- 
courages the U.S. co-organizer to secure the 
cooperation of the U.S. host institution in pro- 
viding such facilities without charge, if possible. 
Organizers are cautioned against making any 
commitments to commercial enterprises (e.g... 
hotels, convention center, etc.) for their facili- 
ties, since funds available from the Program may 
not cover the costs. Rental costs need not be 
budgeted for meetings in Honolulu, where the 
Program maintains a contract with the East-West 
Center for conference facility support. For meet- 
ings in New Zealand, these costs must be met 
with local funds secured by the N.Z. co- 
organizer. 

~ Travel support for field trips or site visits or- 
ganized in conjunction with the meeting is nor- 
mally not provided, although these may be 
planned external to Program support. If the or- 
ganizers feel that such support is crucial to the 
success of the meeting and unavailable from any 
other source, the two organizers should discuss 
the issue with the respective national Program 
staff before preparing the proposal. Specific jus- 
tification may then be included in the *‘Scientific 
description ’* section with guidance from the Pro- 
gram. 

~ Neither registration fees nor honoraria for the 
participants are allowed. 

~ The organizers may solicit and accept addi- 
tional support from other sources for the purpose 
of providing social amenities, product or equip- 
ment demonstrations, etc. Any funds or in-kind 
support received should be identified in the 
budget along with its source. Ascertaining the 
participants financial needs is the responsibility 
of the organizer. Support for approved meetings 
is normally provided under standard NSF grants. 
The U.S. organizer and the submitting institu- 
tion to which the grant is awarded are responsi- 
ble for all travel and financial arrangements for 
the participants. For some joint seminars, how- 
ever, the Program may choose to provide support 
through a travel agency under contract to the 
Foundation when such an alternate arrangement 
is determined to be in the Government's best in- 
terest. In such instances, the travel agency will 


provide an air ticket directly to each of the 6, 8, 
or 10 approved participants along with per diem 
and local transportation expenses either as reim- 
bursement at the end of the trip or, when re- 
quested and authorized, as advances. Reim- 
bursement wil! not be made for tickets which the 
participants might purchase on their own behalf 
or through another travel agent. 


All budget requests should be itemized, and the U.S. 
portion of the cost summarized in section F of the Form 
1030. NSF policy does not permit indirect costs on 
awards for the support of participants at seminars. In- 
stead, the submitting institution may claim an adminis- 
trative allowance of $250 as a direct cost (in budget sec- 
tion I, as for other awards) to help defray the expenses 
associated with travel arrangements and accounting for 
the funds. 


PROPOSAL SUBMISSION 


What to submit. The proposal and any accompanying 
materials should be prepared in the following manner: 

© Proposal file copy. This copy (or original) of the 

proposal should bear all required signatures. In 

the interests of economy, it may be single- 

spaced, but on one side only of standard-size 

U.S. or New Zealand white bond paper. It 

should be stapled only once in the upper left 

hand corner. Pages should be numbered in the 
center at the bottom of the page. 

®@ Additional proposal copies. Nine (9) additional 
copies of proposals requesting funds, or three (3) 
additional copies of No-Cost requests, for the 
purpose of review and other Program require- 
ments. Proposal copies may be reproduced on 
both sides and bound in any format the applicant 
desires for maximum economy and readability. 
Signatures are not required. 

@ Other materials. Any additional materials 
submitted under the same or separate cover, ei- 
ther simultaneously or subsequently—such as 
the budget form 1030 (signatures are optional 
when the form presents information substantive- 
ly identical to that of the proposal budget page), 
cover letters, letters from primary funding 
sources, required special certifications, addenda 
to the Proposal, requests to withdraw or modify 
the proposal (the latter require institutional coun- 
tersignature), preprints or reprints, etc.—should 
be provided as the original with one copy in 
cases where the applicant does not desire that the 
document be considered by reviewers, ten copies 
otherwise. 

When to submit. Ten copics of the proposal, or four in 
the case of no-costs, must be received at the Foundation 
from the U.S. applicant, and tour copies at the Univer- 
sity of Auckland office from ti< New Zealand appli- 
cant, on or before the following dates: 


APRIL | each year, for projects with requested ef- 
fective dates falling between January /] and June 
30 of the following year; and OCTOBER / each 


year, for projects commencing within the period 
from July | to December 3/ of the following year. 
NSF and the New Zealand Program Office reserve 
the right to refuse acceptance of any late or incom- 


plete proposals. 


The joint proposal must be accepted by both agents 
before the respective review procedures can begin; cop- 
ies of all proposals not accepted will be returned, less 
those retained for Program information files. Proposals 
returned for failure to conform to the guidelines in this 
Announcement may be revised or completed and 
resubmitted only when they can still meet the necessary 
deadline; otherwise they should be resubmitted for the 
next competitive period. If unavoidable delays in ob- 
taining counterpart materials or institutional approvals 
due to exceptional circumstances (mail carrier strikes, 
inclement weather, etc.) are encountered, the applicant 
may request an extension of no more than 15 business 
days by submitting a request with an advance copy of 
the proposal before the deadline. 

Who must sign. All proposals must be signed by the 
prospective U.S. and New Zealand principal investiga- 
tors or organizers. In addition, all proposa!s for projects 
under which the investigator would be away from his or 
her regular duties, or which commit the applicant's in- 
stitution to provide facilities or support of some kind, 
should follow institutional policy on signature by a su- 
pervisory official to indicate approval of the plans (de- 
partment chairman, dean, etc.). Any proposal which 
could result in an award of funds to be administered by 
the institution must also be signed by the authorized 
organizational representative. * 


*As explained above, the Program may elect to provide travel 
support directly to project participants through a travel serv. 
ices contractor, Under this arrangement, no administrative 
services or financial reporting is required of the institution 
For example, it is sometimes desirable to support one-time, 
short-term visits and travel-only research visits in this man

Notification. Receipt, acceptance, registry and 
acknowledgement of proposals may take up to six weeks 
following the deadline. Review and joint decision nor- 
mally takes four to five months; institutional receipt of 
an official award letter requires an additional six to 
eight weeks. No official information is available on the 


ner. A space for the initials of the authorizing official is pro 
vided on the cover sheet to indicate that the institution is 
aware of this possibility and has no objections to support pro 
vided directly to the applicant 


status of the proposal prior to award announcement. 
NSF and its N.Z. counterpart will make every effort to 
notify applicants of their decision at least three months 
before the requested project start date (or nine months 
after receipt, whichever is earlier). Applicants are re- 
minded, however, of the need to formulate alternate 
plans and to provide for flexibility in meeting the con- 
tingencies that sometimes arise in long-distance travel 
and communications. 


lll. EXCHANGE OF SCIENTIFIC INFORMATION AND OTHER PROGRAM 
ACTIVITIES 


Information exchanges primarily involve government 
agencies in each country wishing to share reports, publi- 
cations, or data bases and to engage in other kinds of 
cooperation (exchanges of personnel, communications 
networking) to their mutual benefit in carrying out their 
respective missions. More complex activities including 
joint management of research facilities, technology 
transfers and special cooperative experiments, are also 
occasionally carried out under the terms of the Agree- 
ment. These activities are normally funded and imple- 
mented directly by the participating agencies on the ba- 


sis of long-term Memoranda of Understanding (MOUs) 
negotiated by the parties themselves and approved by 
the Executive Agents for the Agreement and the Depart- 
ment of State. Interested agency representatives are en- 
couraged to contact the Program as early as possible in 
the pianning stages of such agreements. The Program is 
open to new ways of fostering cooperation in accord- 
ance with the objectives outlined in this Announcement 
and invites interested persons to discuss their ideas with 
the Program staff. 


IV. REPORTS AND PUBLICATIONS 


A tormal, final report, appropriate to the kin of ac- 
tivety and meeting standard NSF requirements, as an- 
nounced in Grants for Scientific Research and else- 
where, is required for each approved activity. The 
recipients of NSF awards are whoils responsible for the 
conduct of the research and the preparation of the re- 
sults for publication. Thus the Foundation assumes no 
responsibility for such findings or their interpretation. 
In preparing a final report, special consideration should 


be given to the particular nature of the bilateral 
Cooperative Science Programs and to the useful role 
these reports often play in explaining and justifying the 
contribution of international scientific and technical col- 
laboration to the health of U.S. science, to foreign poli- 
cy objectives, human progress and international under- 
standing. Full information on reporting requirements is 
provided to successful applicants at the time of the 
award announcement. 


V. SPECIAL EMPHASIS AREA 


VISITS FOR RESEARCH DEVELOPMENT 
IN OCEAN SCIENCES. 


The U.S.-New Zealand program has special interest in 
promoting cooperative oceanographic research deter- 
mined to be of particular mutual benefit to science in 
both countries. In order to foster this cooperation, NSF 
will support a limited number of short-term visits (no 
more than three-weeks total duration) to New Zealand 
for the purpose of facilitating the development of a pro- 
posal for longer-term cooperative research on a specific 
topic in cne of the following fields of ocean science: 


@ Physical Oceanography and Air/Sea Interaction, 
especially: 1) structure and dynamics of oceanic 
front zones; 2) characteristics of large sea sur- 
face temperature anomalies and their effect on 
Southern Hemisphere climate dynamics; 3) the 
effects of bottom topography on ocean currents, 
particularly in the area of the Macquarie Ridge; 

@ Marine Geology and Geophysics of the South- 
west Pacific, especially: 1) processes related to 
the development of island arcs; 2) origins and 
distribution of manganese nodules and other sub- 
marine deposits of potential economic impor- 
tance; 3) sediment dynamics and dispersal pat- 
terns; 

@ Marine Biology, Fisheries and Productivity, es- 
pecially: multi-disciplinary studies, including 
nutrient-planktonic work, that take advantage of 
New Zealand's geographic position in relation to 
the subtropical convergence and other unique as- 
pects of the physical environment. 


Proposals for short-term developmental visits may be 
in the form of a letter-prospectus to the program with 
four (4) additional copies. Please refer to the section of 
the Program Announcement on Cooperative Research 
visits for more information on standard proposal re- 
quirements during preparation of the prospectus, which 
should contain at least the following information: 1) a 
scientifically meaningful title reflecting the nature of 
the research to be developed; 2) a brief abstract (the ab- 
stract should clearly highlight to which of the three key 
areas above the visit relates); 3) a brief description on 
the purpose of the trip, including the topics to be ex- 
plored and their relation to current work going on in 
both countries; 4) a statement of the benefits that one 
might anticipate resulting from the research being con- 
templated, including an assessment of the need for such 
research and the way in which a short trip would con- 


tribute to a-certaining its feasibility; 5S) information on 
the applicant’s previous experience with ic proposed 
topic; 6) information on current and pending research 
support; 7) evidence of prior cuntacts with the intended 
hosts that will establish their interest in a prospective 
collaboration and willingness to cooperate in setting up 
appointments and arranging other iogistical aspects of 
the trip; 8) biographical and bibliographical informa- 
tion. 

The letter-prospectus may be submitted at any time, 
but at least four (4) months before the intended depar- 
ture date. Specific input from the prospective New 
Zealand counterparts is not required in the prospectus, 
but applicants must provide assurance that their N.Z. 
colleagues agree with the plan, and formal concurrence 
in the visit by the appropriate New Zealand officiais is 
necessary before NSF support can be provided. Support 
will normally be in the form of a roundtrip airline ticket 
and per diem. A firm cost estimate should be provided, 
based on the guidelines for seminar participants’ travel 
presented above in this Announcement. 

In reaching a decision on support. reviewers will be 
asked to consider the following factors: 1) the likelihood 
that the visit will result in the submission of a 
cooperative research proposal; 2) the track record or po- 
tential of the applicant; 3) the scientific need or desira- 
bility of the research that the investigators plan to pro- 
pose. In addition, the recommendation of the New 
Zealand Executive Agent will be considered along with 
the cominents of U.S. peer reviewers. 

During the visit, the process of developing the pro- 
posal and planning the research should include a realis- 
tic assessment of all equipment and funding require- 
ments, and the identification of likely sources of support 
on both sides, since both the U.S. and N.Z. Program of- 
fices could provide only supplemental support on the 
basis of a successful resultant proposal. For this reason, 
visits by investigators who could link the future 
cooperation to ongoing programs in either or both coun- 
tries with assured sources of support, including ship 
time and use of established research facilities, are par- 
ticularly encouraged. Moreover, a brief trip by a U.S. 
scientist to join a scheduled New Zealand cruise in the 
South Pacific for research in one of the key areas may 
also present a good opportunity for developing further 
cooperation. 

Trip report. The required report for a short-term de- 
velopmental visit shall be a cooperative research pro- 
posal involving a long-term collaboration and/or ex- 
changes of personnel—but not merely a further one-way 
short-term visit by the U.S. scientist—submitted to the 
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Program within 60 days of the end of the visit. In the 
event that a cooperative research project is found not to 
be feasible, the final report shall consist of a summary 
of discussions between the U.S. and New Zealand sci- 
entist(s) and an explanation of why a proposal could not 
be developed. The report should be suitable for release 
to other U.S. and N.Z. scientists interested in the topic 
as advice on the difficulties encountered in developing 
cooperation in the field. 


OTHER KINDS OF COOPERATION IN 
OCEAN SCIENCES 


Regular proposals in other areas of marine science be- 
sides physical oceanography, geophysics, geology and 
living resources are encouraged and will, within normal 
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review criteria, receive priority consideration over non- 
marine science proposals of substantially equal merit. 
Although special proposal development trips are not 
available, these areas include, but are not necessarily 
l'‘mited to: marine geochemistry (chemical processes 
and circulation in the Southern Ocean, submarine vol- 
canism, trace elements in special environments such as 
fiords, the chemical “‘signature’’ of Antarctic-derived 
water masses, deep-water ocean pollution, natural prod- 
ucts of marine organisms, etc.); coastal oceanography 
(multidisciplinary studies of estuaries, embayments and 
fiords, shelf studies, wave data, erosion and resources, 
surf dynamics, etc.); and underwater. acoustics (volcan- 
ism, hydrology, sediment, biomass assessment by so- 
nar, etc.). Information resulting from a Workshop on 
Ocean Exploration that the Program sponsored in No- 
vembe- 1978 in Auckland, on the status of research in 
some of these areas, the potential for future collabora- 
tion, and the names of interested New Zealand counter- 
parts is available from the NSF or Auckland Program 
office on request. 


Vi. ARRANGING PRIMARY AND SUPPLEMENTAL SUPPORT 
SIMULTANEOUSLY 


There is no particular advantage to be gained by 
submitting the s»me proposal (or two slightly different 
proposals) to two different NSF programs—one 
coordinated submission saves time and effort. When an 
investigator requires primary research support and 
wishes to do part or all of the work in New Zealand, ei- 
ther as a new project or a renewal of an existing NSF re- 
search grant, the following options are available: 


e If the project involves only individual field work 
or data collection without significant participa- 
tion by New Zealand scientists, submit the pro- 
posal for consideration by the relevant NSF do- 
mestic (primary), research support program 
only, following that program’s guidelines. Nec- 
essary foreign travel costs may be requested 
without formally involving the U.S.-New 
Zealand Program. 


@ If the project is cooperative, in whole or in part: 
—Prepare one proposal and include a separate 
section, written jointly with the New Zealand 
counterpart(s), containing the additional infor- 
mation required by the U.S.-New Zealand Pro- 
gram organized according to the guidelines (this 
will normally include: counterpart investigator 
information on the cover page; the ‘‘expected 
benefit’’ section for the collaborative phase; the 
information on previous contacts; any relevant 
copies of correspondence; biography and bibli- 
ography of the New Zealand counterpart(s); and 
counterpart institutional certification); 

— Prepare two proposal budgets (or budget backup 
pages), one for primary support (equipment, 


salaries, etc.), one for consideration by the 
U.S.-New Zealand program (tiavel, etc.) and 
mark them clearly as to which program they are 
intended for; use only one NSF form 1030, how- 
ever, which summarizes the separate requests; 
—Make sure that the abstract fulfills the Pro- 
g am’s requirement for details on the collabora- 
tion, as well as the research (see the example in 
the supplement to this Announcement); 

— Meet the earlier of any deadlines or target 
dates; 

—Submit the original and required number of 
copies to the primary research program accord- 
ing to its instructions; send two complete, addi- 
tional copies directly to the U.S.-New Zealand 
Program. 

—Send a copy of all subsequent correspondence 
with the NSF program reviewing the proposal to 
the New Zealand Program as well. 


These procedures do not alter in any way the basic re- 
quirements for joint decisions or the reporting proce- 
dures for U.S.-New Zealand cooperative projects 
brought under the Agreement. From this point of view 
the grant is no different than anv other made by the Pro- 
gram. Prospective applicants should be aware that the 
Program will not make a separate award if the primary 
request is Geclined, but that the bilateral cooperative as- 
pects may be declined (i.e., requested supplemental 
funds eliminated) on the basis of reviews, available 
funds, and/or New Zealand counterpart decisions, even 
if the primary support is granted for the domestic 
portion of the work.
